NE seldom must believe 
the reports one sees 
in many of the publi 
prints, The cabled 
stories—it is a good 
name “stories,” and 
“romances” would be 
still better—are seldom 
correct, for the reason 
that for the American 

press they are often lifted bodily out of Lon- 

lon newspapers, or the “society” weeklies, and 
made into copy by the correspondent on the 
ther side. Now and then this person gets 
hold of a morsel of gossip only after it has 
been retailed among many. Consequently 
one must take with a large quantum of salt

It is chronicled that 
when Mr. Hare was seated at the piano, after 
dinner, someone rushed in suddenly and by 
a deft movement, pulled the stool from un- 
der him and he fell to the fioor—Fun! 
Amusing! Great! Laughter!! And this all 
happened at the Reginald Vanderbilts’. And 
Mr. Hare was so badly hurt that he went 
about a few days on crutches! His host, 
according to the same dispatches—you will 
find them in all the morning newspapers of 
that week—had typhoid fever and nervous 
prostration. 


HORSEPLAY IN SOCIETY 


History repeats itself. In 1895 there was 
a wonderful and fearful dance given at the 
Newport Country Club, just about the end 
of September—or at least after the season 


was closed. The Club itself went out of 
commission immediately afterwards, as the

son filled a watering pot full of champagne 
and sprinkled them. Delicious joke! There 
are stories that a certain English Duke, who 
has been severely criticized for his conduct 
to his Duchess, and who is now dead, lost 
his temper by being made the victim of a 
succession of practical jokes, and was so un- 
gentlemanly and brutal as to forget himself 
and to strike his spouse on the occasion of 
his being subjected to a most disagreeable 
and annoying one; and then Edward, when 
Prince of Wales, never forgave the beauti- 
ful Langtry, or some other charming woman, 
of that day, who so forgot herself as to slip 
a bit of ice down the Royal collar. And 
again in the days of the famous Regent, the 
ladies of the Court used to resort to the

trick of pulling chairs from under other 
ladies, and I believe that Horace Wapole 
in his inimitable letters makes mention of 


a similar incident in the royal circle of the 
George of his times. I only hope that this 
reported behavior will not be credited, and 
that this picture of manners will not be 
accepted as one of life at Newport. It must 
be remembered that there are wheels within 
wheels and sets within sets. Perhaps this 
was a joke of one of the stablemen at Sandy 
Point Farm. I rather believe it. I know 
that sometimes there have been some silly ex- 
hibitions given by the young people, but I 
do not put any faith in this last story. 

Poor Dennie Hare! He is much before 
the public this year. Perhaps if another 
little story of an innocent misadventure had 
got into print he might have been more an- 
noyed. Even when careless young matrons 
give sans facons invitations to young bache- 
lors to make themselves quite at home in their 
cottages, when they are visiting elsewhere, 
apparent consequences, absolutely without 
any suspicious foundation, might lead to 
complications. And I cannot vouch for the 
accuracy of this story, which has been going 
the rounds of Newport and which has been 
told most deliciously by the young matron 
herself and her husband. Perhaps, if this 
also has some foundation, it may one day 
also get into print. However, it would be 
an excellent illustration of how free from 
even the least insinuation of scandal is the 
majority of our fashionable set. 


SCANDAL AND SOCIETY 


And here one branches off. It is almost 
impossible to convince those who gather their 
gossip from sensational publications that 
those who are in society are comparatively 
free from scandal in their lives. The lime 
light beats fiercely upon them. If there is 
a divorce, the closets are opened and every 
skeleton comes hopping out. Now and then 
some unhappy woman from some provincial 
city does get herself into a muss. Some- 
times she even resorts to suicide. When her 
social status is properly appraised it is gen- 
erally found that it is one which is not within 
the gates, but just outside where the Peri 
is waiting. But let some obscure person in 
some little village do something out of the 
ordinary and get into print, she immediately

make a scandal of any kind acceptable to 
the general public, the personages must be 
labeled as of fashionable society.

Everyone reads with avidity 
what happens in the most conspicuous fam 
ilies, but we pay little attention to the moral 
shortcomings of the O’Flahertys, or the cream 
of Broadway, or the far East or West side.

VARIETY OF INTERNATIONALISM 


And so Miss Vera Gilbert is engaged! 
She is a chic, handsome girl, the daughter 
of Mrs. Charles H. Pierrepont Gilbert, of 
Newport and New York.

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PREVENTIVE MEDICINE COURSES IN OUR UNIVERSITIES. 

HIS generation is to be congratulated upon the determination of Harvard 

University to establish a course in preventive medicine, which, among other 

services to society, will train students to fill public positions as sanitarians. 

Only those who have carefully followed the methods of medical instruc- 

tion, and noted the personnel of many of our boards of health, can fully 

appreciate the necessity of such action, but the desirability of taking up 

seriously the cause ot disease prevention, and of training students accord- 

ing to the most enlightened of modern methods, must be plain to everyone. 

In the early part ot this year Columbia and Cornell instituted courses which include instruc- 

tion in hygiene, and the tact that the administration of the new president of Harvard is now 

to be signalized by this recognition of the need of efhciency in dealing with disease, makes 

a still brighter outlook for disease-stricken humanity. If the time ever comes when a uni- 

versity degree will be required of every candidate seeking a position on a health board, it 

seems certain that not only the death rate, but the economic loss from illness, will be reduced 

tO a minimum, and in any event this awakening of the universities to the value of trained 

sanitarians, should have the immediate ettect ot radically reforming the methods of many ot 

medical colleges, which, according to the published testimony of distinguished physicians 

and leading medical journals, are so scandalously bad that thousands of students are given 

diplomas to which they are not entitled, and thousands of ignorant doctors thus let loose upon 
the community. 

Some of the physicians and associations which have severely criticised present medical 

ge methods are Dr. Chester Mayer, member of State Board of Examiners of Kentucky ; 
Dr. W. IT. Means, Chairman of the Judicial Council of American Medical Colleges; Dr. 
Henry Beates, Jr., President of the board of Medical Examiners for Pennsylvania; J. Rich- 
ards Parke, B.Sc., M.D., of Philadelphia, and the American Medical Association, and 
among the startling statements they make is, that of the thousands of doctors graduated 
every year by the medical colleges of America (there were 7,149 new physicians registered 
in 1907), about three-fourths are so utterly incompetent that they should never be permitted 
to practice. One eminent physician says that he has taught medicine for years, knowing 
ynly too well that for the most part his students did not understand what he was saying, 
because of the defects in their primary education, and yet these young men, although almost 
wholly ignorant of the subjects in which they are examined, are coached for examinations 
and pass them. Some, while qualified as medical practitioners, are deficient in knowledge oi 
bacteriology, chemistry, physiology and anatomy; it 1s doubtful if many could make a labora- 
tory test tor typhoid fever; therapeutics—the study of the cause and cure of disease—is im- 
pertectly taught, and prescription writing is almost completely ignored. By writing to twenty- 
hve State Boards one examining physician found that fifty-eight per cent. of the men wh 
fail at their final examinations pass on their second trials a few weeks later, having in the 
meanwhile been crammed with the answers to those questions which it would be expected 
would be asked, and making answer like parrots. Indeed, about one-quarter of the papers 
submitted to a certain examining board showed such a degree of illiteracy as rendered the 
candidates for the license quite incapable of understanding medicine. And finally the United 
States, according to these authorities, has far too many medical colleges (the number exceed 
ing those of all the European Powers combined), fully half of which are unfit to teach medi- 
ine, and the average medical knowledge among American physicians is far below that of 
Muropean doctors. 

Now these astounding charges are not the calumnies of rivals of the medical profession, 
but, on the contrary, are the serious warnings of members of the profession who are shocked 
at the deplorable condition into which certain interests have betrayed an honorable calling; 
and they are of such tragic interest to the laity that it should lose no time in helping along 
the reform, which it can do in one important way by demanding that hygiene be no longer 
relegated to the rear, but be given a prominent place in the curriculum of the public school, 
and that well qualified instructors teach the subject. The need for this early training, and how 
it can be accomplished, is well set forth in Dr. William H. Allen’s Civics and Health: and, 
moreover, those groups of men and women who exert themselves in behalf of municipal re 
form, by using the publicity tactics employed by the Citizens’ Union and The Committee of 
One Hundred in New York, might in large measure prevent the appointment of incompetents 
to positions in health boards. It is surely a disgrace to the citizens of the first city of the 
new continent, which should lead in progress, to have at the head of its most important mu- 
nicipal department a “little country doctor,” who is so slightly qualified for the office he holds 
as to have endeavored to thwart a crusade for pure milk by proclaiming in a notable interview, 
among other things, that every drop of milk in the city (which gets its supply from six 
States, some forty-eight miles distant by rail), is pure. 

In that happy day when boards of health are appointed for merit, not political effect, 
and when hygiene and sanitation are rat ed as the most important subjects for medical students, 
the public’s largely shaken confidence in the medical profession will return. In the meantime, 
those universities which teach preventive medicine along enlightened lines merit the warm 
support of the public in their efforts to banish disease.
